Dancers are coming into 


the agency today in squads, pre- 


paring to draw rations tomorrow. 
Much loud talk isheard. The Indians 
mainly disclaim any bostile intentions. 
This attitude, however, does not sat- 
isfy Gen. Brooke or Agent Royer. The 
feur is now that many of the dancers 
will decline to come to the ageucy for 
rations, but organize incursions into 
the country bordering ou the reserva- 
tion. In order that this phase of the 
question may be properly met, Gen. 
Brooke has ordered a large body of 
troops from Owaha and other points to 
Rushville. ‘Troops at other points are 
under marching orders to be ready to 
cut off any raiding parties that may 
leave the reservation.

ple do not make the proper allowance 
for the difference between the two 
methods of performance. I think that 
difference will be found to be greater 
sumewhat in proportion to the rate-of 
speed. For iustance, a horse that trots 
against time in 2:20-can more néarly 
approach that mark in a race than a 
horse that makes a 2:10 record against 
time can approach his record when 
pitted against other horses, Take for 
example a few of the fastest:

Thus we see that in Maud 8’s case 
the difference in t racing tims and 
the time against the watch was 4% sec- 
onds; in the cause of Jay Eye See, 5% 
seconds; Guy, 5¢ seconds; St, Julien, 
8% seconds, and Sunol 6 seconds, allow- 
ing a waik-over to be counted as a race. 
In the case of all these very fast per- 
formers there is a very large margin 
between racing time and time against 
the watch. The average difference be- 
tween the two modes of making records

Mayor Hazard’s Views on the 
Subject. 


HIS POSITION PLAINLY STATED 


He WIIl Sign the Ordinance If the 
Council WIll Make a Corre- 
sponding R-duction In 
the License. 


The agony {s over, so far as the position 
of Mayor Huizard on the Sunday-saloon- 
elosing ordinauce is concerned.

1 belleve that saloons ought to be closed

to public morais. But what right baye I to 
Say they shail be clused in pursuance of my 
desire in that behalf and seek to eniorce it 
by fine and imprisonment on those who 
differ with me in that regard. 1 believe 
that the great weapon of tue temperance- 
loving peuple is persuasion, and not coimpul- 
sion. To illustrate the practical working of 
my opinion on this subj-ct, [ have but to 
refer your honorable budy t: the history of 
our own State for a few years last past. 
The law of the State prohivdited tne carry- 
ing on of all business on Suuaday, and ‘tne 
law was practically ignored. ‘Tne temper- 
ance peuple of the State began the prusecu- 
tion of offenders thereunder, particularly 
the saloon men, as being the most flagrant 


violators. In our own city trial 
after trial was had, and thw divi- 
sion of sentiment on the = subject 


was s0 Strong that a conviction after many 
trials was.dispaired of, and the prosecution 
finally abandoned as useless. It, there- 
fure, became a question of public interest, 
and the two contending poiitical pirties of 
the State tock issue thereun and embodiud 
it io their platforms—the Democratic party 
for a ‘repeal ef the law, and the Repub- 
licans against it. The attitude of the Ke- 
publican notwithstanding their 
advocacy of Sunday closing, did not 
come up to the requirements of 
the Prohibitionists, who desired the 
saloons closed at all times, put another 
party in the field, and the result was that 
the Republicans were defeated in the State 
by a maj rity in the neighbortiooh of 20,000,

It will require over 7000 tons of steel 
and 6000 tons ofiron.

$57,000 per week. Nearly all this bas 
been accomplished within ten years. 
If the citizens of Los Angeles would 
show alittle more of this spirit, we 
might contidently expect to number 
100,000 persons within the city limits 
before the end of the century.
